Al Tuchfarber, head of the In- 
Stitute for Public Policy Studies at

Judicial diversity needs 
to be reevaluated

This past week | had an oppor- 
tunity to debate the issue of judicial 
diversity in our federal court system 
with some of my colleagues, Some 
of the participants argued that judi- 
cial diversity was akin to affirmative 
action that is akin to goals that is 
akin tO quotas. | reminded all that 
the last Black appointment in_our 
district occurred in 1974. Between 
1969 and 1993 the various presi- 


dents made 1,148 appointments to_ 


the federal bench. The appoint- 
ments consisted of 925 white 
males, 104 white females, 60 Black 
males, 10 Black females, 34 
Hispanic males, 7 Hispanic females 
and 8 Asian-American males. The 
breakdown by President is as fol- 
lows (Source: The Alliance for Jus- 
tice Judicial Selection Project): 

Everyone participating in the 
debate made the point that they 
were in favor of diversity. Most were 
against quotas of any kind. They 
were less definitive on the issue of 
goals and affirmative action after 
hearing the above statistics 

| asked whether it concerned 
anyone that between 1969-1993 
there were only 70 Blacks ap- 
pointed to the federal bench. The 
group was shocked by the num- 
bers. Each had thought that there 
had been progress in this area. | 
Suggested to them that too many 
had bought into the rhetoric regard- 
ing affirmative action. If white males 
have suffered as a result of the 
efforts of diversity it is not supported 
by reality. Whatever beliefs ‘the 
group had it did not translate into an 
action plan to address the lack of 
diversity even though every person 
was in favor of diversity. 

if all of America is to have con- 
fidence in our judicial system the 
appointments to the bench must 
reflect a better cross section of 
America. Much of America believes 
that women and minorities are 
being appointed in record numbers. 
Nothing could be further from the

women are beginning to fair better. 
At this point in history it is politically 
correct to-appoint and elect white

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Simpson trial shows reform 


needed in jury system

As another juror in the O.J. 
Simpson trial bites the dust, one 
wonders how fair is the jury system 
in the United States. e 


There are amazing swings in the 
system. In criminal trials, for a 
defendant to go free, requires only 
one juror to disagree with the 
majority. In civil cases, the jury is 
oftentimes given wide latitude in the 
amount of monetary damages it can 
award 


The Bill of Rights in the United 
States Constitution guarantees the 
right to a trial by @ jury of one's 
peers. It seems that those who have 
money < or fame are rarely found 


guilty. Perhaps it is because their 
peers do not serve on juries or 
peers for these individuals cannot 
be found. 

Further, many of the results that 
juries reach seam implausible. Take 
for instance the Rodney King beat- 
ing trial. The video tape seemed to 
indisputably convince most of the 
country that the police officers used 
inappropriate and excessive force. 
But the jury saw things differently, 
finding the club-slinging police of- 
ficers, who could only summon 
respect for authority through a gang 
beating, innocent. 


With the O.W, Simpson case, we 
have seen a jury argue amongst 
themselves and even protest about 
the length of the trial and the condi- 


tions by wearing black. Some _ 
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jurors, it is reported are passing 
notes and preparing'to write books. 
This behavior certainly jeopardizes 
the likelihood that Simpson will 
receive a fair trial. 

It seems that the Simpson jurors 


+ are as much in prison as Simpson. 


They are sequestered; they have 
scheduled meetings with their loved 
ones; they cannot carry on normal 
conversations with friends, and 
they can only read edited materials 
or watch edited television, It's a 
rough life. 


They have broken no law, but the 
way in which they are treated, it 
certainly seems that way. There is 
no incentive for people to par- 
ticipate in this form of public service 
It should be noted that 55 percent 
of. those asked to serve-on_a_jury- 
don't bother to show up. In fact, 
what type of person would want to 
serve under such conditions and for 
such a long time? 

The jury system must be 
reformed. Most people cannot af- 
ford to leave their for such a 
long period of time. Thus, juries are

using complicated and confusing

From this backdrop, it is not dif- 
ficult to see why people are calling 
for the reform of the jury system. It 
mustbe modified so that it conforms 
to modern times. Trials should be 
limited to reduce the wear and tear 
on jurors. Imagine how much more 
efficient and fair things would be in 
the Simpson trial, if each side were 
given two months to present its 
case.

Reform, not punishment 


n his last-ditch bid to become president of the 
United States, Senate ority Leader Bob Dole 
has decided to shift as far to the right as he can 
n recent weeks, he has repudiated his longstanding 
pport for affirmative actiun by promoting legislation 
hich would eliminate all federal affirmative action 
ograms. And now, he 's pushing a tough, mean- 
spirited federal welfare reform bill which would make 
lite worse for those who happen to find themselves in 
the gnp of welfare dependency 
Dole’s measure would slash $70 billion from welfare 
expenditures over the next five years, He would do it 
by turning the host of federal programs into a block 
jrant to the states, and capping the amount that each 
late would receive. His measure would reduce or 
eliminate most federal protections, including the re- 
Jirement that all eligible recipients be served. At the 
same time, it would impose some other standards, 
cluding a mandate thai the states impose a five-year 
cutoff on welfare recipients; a requirement that states 
refuse additional funds to parents having additional 
children on welfare; and language which would prohibit 
states from giving funds to teenaged mothers. Dole is 
expecting to take a vote on his welfare reform measure 
when the Senale reconvenes in September 
Dole's approach is being challenged by Sen. Mike 
DeWine, who has said that he would oppose parts of 
(he welfare reform plan when it comes up for a vote at 
(hat time, We are proud of DeWine's independence in 
this matter 
We are also concerned about a welfare reform pian 
which will enshrine in national policy strategies which 
flect the worst of all worlds 
It ts disturbing that the proponents of "federalism" 
would impose ideological mandates on the states. The 
Republicans have, over the years. said that the states 
should have the flexibility to experiment in shaping their 
own programs. But what the Dole measure would do 
is force the states to except the federal mandates that 
flay gO against the needs of their own citizens 
At the same time. the bill - by turning over the funds 
hout establishing any state match requirements, as 


the current system does - would tempt the states to 
reduce their suppor! for their poorest citizens 

Indeed, even with the current system, there is a wide 
disparity in welfare benefits nationwide; while Missis- 
sippi gives a family of three on ADC only $120 in cash 
assistance. Alaska gives its residents $923. Ohio is 
34th in benefits, paying a family of three $341 per 
month 

Unfortunately, the Dole approach will promote what 
some have called a "race to the bottom" for state 
welfare programs, as states attempt to discourage 
welfare dependency -- and discourage residents of 
other states from coming to their states -- by dramati- 
cally slashing welfare benefits 

One could argue that the Dole approach reflects 
exactly the wrong trend: that the federal government 
should be guaranteeing the equal protection of the laws 
to all the nation’s poorest citizens, ensuring that they 
will have some minimal standard of support regardless 
of what state they reside in 

But there are other dangers with the Dole proposal 
As DeWine rightly points out, the proposal is weak on 
the most critical aspect of converting tax-eaters to 
tax-payers -- ensuring that day care is available for 
wellare recipients seeking to work, It is hypocritical for 
Dole and others to push people off welfare, or force 
work, without ensuring that affordable day care is avail- 
able to make work more profitable than welfare 

An appropriate model for Dole, and other advocates 
of reform, is the Ohio bill, Ohio's House Bill 167, which 
was passed with bipartisan support, incorporates a 
time line for recipients getting off welfare, At the same 
time, it incentivizes work and promotes education and 
job training 

It is possible that people of good will can agree on 
meaningful welfare reform. But if Dole, and others, 
simply want to make welfare reform a political football, 
it is impossible to agree on sensible reform. We hope 
that politicians on all sides of the issue can set aside 
personal political agendas to craft a measure that will 
protect the nation’s poorest citizens, while giving them 
the opportunity to be weaned off the dole

Both Franks and Watts have failed woefully to con- 
vince us that they even personally believe some of the 
things that they are saying, much less to make a strong 
case to Black Americans as to why we should silently 
accept the loss of five or ten percent of the pie that we 
deserve, were guaranteed, but for the most part, never 
received anyway. 

Unfortunately, it is difficult enough for us as Black 
Americans to try to preserve our rights in this climate of 
“the angry white men" and as other racial and ethnic 
groups become more assertive of their rights. Now, with 
their own “Black.” spokesmen, the opponents of justice 
and equality have a new defense to the charges of the 
facism that we all know is simmering just below the 
surface on this issue.

hearings poncerning reports that 

jureau Of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration had attended the ‘Good Ole Boy 
Roundup’, a racist annual gathering held in Tennessee 
for Federal and local law entorcernent officers.

Especially since, 
to hear them tell it, Republicans are searching for 
talented and experienced Blacks on whom they can 
lavish the benefits of the party's commitment to excel- 
lence and diversity, But don't believe it 

When it comes to Blacks, all the things that whites 
say they want -- a talented person; one who has paid 
his dues in the political arena; one who brings ex- 
perience to the job -- often take a back seat to race. “I 
don't think people care about" all the capabilities that 
the attorney James has brought to his work, James 
said, “My experiencé has been whether it's 
Republican or Democrat, it doesn't matter." Race, 
James noted, is an ever-present constant in the alloca- 
tion of opportunities for even the most talented Black. 
“Almost without exception, all the major work that has 
been received by me, it has been as a result of sig- 
nificant Black involvement," James said. And 
Republicans have not been very aggressive in support- 
ing even a Black Republican. ' 

“Those individuals (who have helped him) have 
been Democrats, without exception,” James pointedly 
noted. 

There is this glorious myth in America that Blacks 
have gotten off easy; that affirmative action has 
resulted in the hiring and promotion of lazy, unqualified 
(or marginally qualified) Blacks simply because of the 
color of their skin. A Black skin and even marginal 
talent, the myth goes, is a ticket to unparalleled wealth 
as a guilty white America pays its racial debt to anyone 
possessing a Black skin, 

The myth is so pervasive that, several years ago, 
Donald Trump -- the billionaire Donald Trump -- said 
that he would have been even more successful if he 
had been a young Black man. 

To that kind of lunacy, James just laughs.

“The Donald Trumps of the world, if there was any 
merit behind the statement, Donald could have reeled 
off the number of vendors, contractors, lawyers and 
other folks that he had used," James said. “! would 
venture to say there was nbd discussion of support or 
documentation of that being a reality." 

"| would challenge them to identify one situation 
where someone has had a windfall simply because 
they were Black, had exercised common sense, and 
were good," James added. "Everyone you talk to will 
tell you it's simply not happening. The people who 
have been successful have clawed, have scratched, 
have lobbied, And the returns on the investment have 
been token at best. And | don't think it's going to get 
any better." { 

James’ reaction is not uncommon, In his recent 
book, "The Rage of a Privileged Class," Newsweek 
writer Ellis Cose interviewed a host of successful 
Blacks in corporate America. They seemed to be the 
type of folks for whom the American dream had come 
true: successful, often with six-figure incomes, working 
in. some of the nation’s Fortune 500 companies. 

But Cose found a tremendous amount of dissatis- 
faction and vehement concern about racism. Many felt 
that they had seen their careers hindered because of 
the color of their skin. They found that all the talk about 
opportunity represented a hollow promise. 

It is a view with which James can sympathize. “Has 
there has been a real commitment or real effort for 
affirmative action?," he asks rhetorically. And then 
James answers his own question: “There never has 
been." 

"There's been some in police and fire departments; 
some in colleges, James arques. "That's been the 
majority of affirmative action as we've come to know it. 
We've seen very little affirmative action in the private 
sector as we've come to know it." 

The intervention of the courts, James noted, has 
been the major method of integrating American society. 
And, while.that has helped in some areas, many arenas 
ramain predominately white. And the myth continues. 

Even he is caught in the web. “I think a lot of people 
assume that people like me, that there is groundswell 
of work because they hear all the rhetoric," James said. 
"It's simply not true." 

The struggle over affirmative action has been drain- 
ing for James -- and for other advocates for Blacks, 
within and outside the Republic) party. "Each of us 
who have been out in the forefront doing battle on this 
issue have grown weary, not only because there's no 
affirmative action taking place, there's very little con- 
sideration regarding the concept of diversity. And the 
facts are the fact."

When fighting against Germany, the 
332nd division gained their first victories. 
This led them to their many other victories 
during WWII against the Nazi pilots. They 
consistently defeated their German 
enemies, Even though the 447th Com- 
posite Bomber Group never entered 
combat against Japan and Germany be- 
cause the two countries surrendered, the 
Airmen’s reputation had become legen- 
dary. 

Being known as the best fighters 
around, the Tuskegee Airmen were so 


bold that they painted the tails of the 
planes red, unlike the others which were 
camouflaged in color. They went against 
the odds to let everyone know that they 
were coming and to beware, hence they 
were Called "Red Tails." 

During the Red Tails’ last battle they 
were up against Germany. This time, 
when they, won; it was the beginning of 
the end of Hitler's cruel and unusual way 
of life for the Germans, With that last 
fight, the German pilots gained respect 
for the Black men, while fearing of them 
at the same time. 

The Tuskegee Airmen were taught 
Such braveness and courage from 
predecessor Alfred Anderson, known as 
"Chief" and the “father of aviation," He 
Started his flying career in the late 1920s 
and-early: ‘30s, During that time period, 
there was no one to teach him how to fly 
so he ended up teaching himself in 1928 
He later became of great help and 
guidance to the Tuskegee Airmen at the 
Tuskegee Institute. Today "Chief Ander- 
son" remains alive and well in Tuskegee, 
Ala. At the age of 85, he continues to fly 
his plane every day while many of the 
Tuskegee Airmen have left us to become 
lonely eagles in the sky like those such 
as John Rosemond, Kenneth Allen, and 
Earl Sherrod.

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Tuskegee Airman picture brings late doc to life

He was a cat who truly had nine 
lives 

Inthe skies of Italy or the streets 
of New York, Columbus-born 
physician Earl Sherard faced 
danger and challenge, bul emerged 
triumphant until his death in 1983 

Sherard Is being remembered 
now as a movie about the Tuskegee 
‘Airmen will be premiered next 
week, “The Tuskegee Airmen,” for 
which former airman Bob Williams 
served as co-executive producer, 
will be shown on HBO

It was August 15, 1944, when 
Sherard -- the Columbus East High 
School graduate who had enrolled 
in the Tuskegee program -- was 
shot down over the Adriatic 

In a firefight with enemy planes, 
something went wrong, according 
10 a Columbus Dispatch story later 
that year -- possibly a hole in his 
radiator. 

“He got ready for a crash landing 
@nd everything went along as it 
should, except for the auxiliary 
Qasoline tanks on either side of his 
Plane." The result? A fire -- with 
Sherard as the fuel 

"The sleeves of his flying jacket 
were afire, his arms human tor- 
ches," the Dispatch article recalled. 

Badly burned, he was told that 
he would lose a hand, and maybe 
an arm, But in a story from the 
period, Sherard is quoted telling the 
doctors, "just do the best you can, 
but don't take it off.’ 

Sherard recovered, not losing 
fhe use of his hands, and went on 


to a distinguished career as a 
neurosurgeon in Columbus, rising 
to the head of pediatric neurology at 
Children's Hospital. But he used 
another one of his lives when, years 
after his World War || experience 
he flipped a Maserati on the streets 
of New York, and almost died. The 
accident initially left him paralyzed 
from the waist down, although in his 
later years he would be able to get 
around on a pair of canes, 

And not only did Sherard sur- 
vive; he was able to recover, and 
become a world-renowned 
physician, an expert in the treat- 
ment of epilepsy. 

The world became aware of Dr 
Earl Sherard years later, wherl a 
book and movie about a young 
woman's fight for life featured 
Sherard's treatment 

When Felice Abrams, the seven- 
year-old daughter of Bexley op- 
tometrist Or. and Mrs. Bernard 
Abrams, began experiencing 
seizures in 1977, it was Sherard -- 
the chiet of neurology at Children's 
Hospital in Columbus -- who diag- 
nosed the child as having epilepsy. 

The only drug available to treat 
the child's symptoms, sodium 
valproate, was being used success- 
fully in Europe, Canada and South 
America for several years. But it 
was not available in the United 
States, and the company that had 
the licensing, rights, Abbot 
Laboratories, did not appear to be 
pushing. for its use in the United 
States 

But Abrams and Sherard worked 
closely together to bring the drug to 
the United States. Sherard and 
Abrams went to England in July of 
1977 to learn more about the drug 


and its use -- and did it without 


taking a fee for the trip. He went, 
Abrams recalled in a Call and Post 
Story written that year, “on behalf of 
the children af Columbus. 

The efforts of Sherard and 
Abrams made national history

The cat with nine .lives finally 
used his last one in 1983. But 
neither the flaming P-51 Mustang, 
nor the flipped Maserati, could ex- 
tinguish the gifts of the pilot, 
physician and philanthropist whose 
daring in the air and on the ground 
helped “do so much for so many.”

In the cavalcade of stories that 
have surrounded the 50th anniver- 
sary of the end of World War Il, the 
Tuskegee Airmen may have been 
lost in the shuffle 

But it is not surprising for this 
group, as they have suffered the 
indignities and ironies of fighting 
against racial superiority both at 
home and abroad 

These men battled dreams of 
Nazi conquest in World War Il -- and 
then, when they were prisoners of 
war, were treated better by the 
enemy than by their own 
countrymen during the war. 

They fought for freedom and 
democracy in segregated units; ex- 
perienced racism that would block 
most individuals, yet triumphed 
gloriously; and still, when they were 
through, continued to experience 
the segregation and racism which 
Was a natural part of American 
society at that time 

Yet the airmen who completed 
thé “Tuskegee Experiment” -- the 
“experiment” being whether Blacks 
could be trained to fly 
demonstrated their own capability 
through a fying record that was al- 
most unparalleled among the World 
War |! flyers; a total of 150 Distin- 
guished Flying Crosses, legions of 
merit and the Red Star of Yugos-

As America celebrates the 50th 
anniversary of World War Ii, it is 
also preparing to hear the story of 
the Tuskegee Airmen. The Home 
Box Office drama "The Tuskegee 
Airmen", of which former airman 
Bob Williams served as Co-execu- 
tive producer, stars Laurence Fish- 
burne, Malcolm Jamal-Warner, 
Cuba Gooding, Jr. and John Lith- 
gow. 

Their story is a triumph of skill 
and determination over racism at 
home and war abroad.

treating pediatric epilepsy as the 
head of pediatric neurology at 
Children’s Hospital 

But despite their successes, the 
Tuskegee Airmen never got the 
recognition they deserved. 
“Nobody knows about us yet, after 
50 years," said Harold Sawyer, who 
was a pilot in the skies above Italy. 
"Very few people realize there was 
a Black fighter group in World War 
i" 

Even now, Sawyer. believes, 
they remain the victims of a media 
establishment that doesn't seem to 
care about their accomplishments 
“It is a carryover from World War II 
itself," Sawyer said. "When we 
were overseas, the only people that 
knew about us were the Black 
press. We never had anything from 
the white press at all." 

Sawyer, who will turn 75 in 
November, is himself an interesting 
story. A native of Columbus, after 
Sawyer graduated from Central 
High School in 1938, he attended 
Tuskegee Institute. 

There, in his junior year -- just 
before Pearl Harbor -- was started 
a civilian pilot training course, in 
which Sawyer participated. It was 
to lead to his participation in the 
Tuskegee Experiment, which 
began in 1942 in the wake of Pearl 
Harbor. 


Dr. Earl Sherard, a Columbus na- 
tive who received massive’ burns 
when he was shot down over the 
skies of Italy, built a reputation as 


kegee Institute in May, 1942, he 
received orders three months later 
to report to Tuskegee Army Air field 
for training. "I was right there on the 
campus when the construction of 
the field was going on," Sawyer 
recalled. 

At the time, while the facility was 
segregated, the officers providing 
them training were white. But, 
despite the realities of segregation 
and racism in America, their reac- 
tion was generally positive. “In their 
way, they tried to give us the best 
training they could," Sawyer 
recalled. “Our training was equal to 
the white pilots, only we were on a 
segregated field. No question 
about it, they had a certain feeling 
towards us “as to training Black 
pilots." . 

Part of the reason for their suc- 
cess, Sawyer believes, was their 
dedication. "Those white instruc- 
tors were all volunteer,” Sawyer 
said. 

The training was diffjcult, "We all 
felt in the back of our minds that it 
didn't take much to get washed 
out,” Sawyer remembered. “Any 
kind of miscue and we were gone." 
While the white officers said the 
washout rate was average com- 
pared to white cadets, they didn't 
believe it. 

Racism was never far from the 
airmen, "| didn't run into that," al- 
though others did, Sawyer said. "It's 
not because it wasn't there. After 
being in school four years in the 
south, | knew what to do and what 
not to do, The deepest impact was 
the ones that just arrived in training 
from the north, who hadn't had the 
contact with strict segregation in the 
South.” 

While the Tuskegee Airmen 
were a secret to most Americans, 
they were well-known to their 
enemies. "Axis Sally", who filled 
the radio waves attempting to urge 
Americans to give up the fight, often 
spoke of the Tuskegee Airmen. 
“After every mission, she'd come on 
the radio, and she could tell which 
one of us was shot down," Sawyer 
recalled. "She would make a state- 
ment, ‘we're going 'to be looking out 
for such and such a person the next 
time you go up’. They actually 
knew our names.” 

Death was a constant com- 
panion; fear a constant foe, “A 
couple of times | didn’t realize how 
close | cam to being shot down," 
Sawyer remembered. 

Although he was never shot 
down -- "| was lucky," Sawyer 
recalled -- some of his companions 
were not so lucky; 66 were killed in 
combat; 32 became prisoners of 
war. * 

And those who became

Walter 
McCreary recalled that, as a 
prisoner of war, he was treated bet- 


ter by the Germans during the war 
than he was by Americans after the 
war. 

"At the camp where | was at, 
Stalag 3, there were 10,000 officers ~ 
in this camp. Camp was divided 
into 5 compounds, and | was jn the 
north compound, which was shared 
American and British." McCreary 
shared a cubicle with eight white 
officers. "We shared everything, 
they cut my hair, we ate, cooked 
food, with no problems," McCreary 
remembered. There was no 
segregation among the Germans -- 
“ there was_no reference made to 
me by the Germans, either by the 
Luftwaffe or the SS troops, as to 
race.” 

It was only when he came back 
home that the nature of segregation 
was reinforced upon him. “When | 
arrived at the United States, and the 
POWs were being assigned to (rest 
and recreation) areas, all the whites 
went to Florida, and | was shipped 
all the way across the United States 
to California, because | was a Black 
American," McCreary remem- 
bered, "At that time | realized the 
nature.of segregation itself." 

When they came home, there 
were no grand parades or rewards 
from a grateful nation that accom- 
panied their white comrades in 
arms. There was “absolutely not" 
any opportunity 19 the Tuskegee 
Airmen to become commercial 
pilots, Sawyer noted, "Even after 
integration of the armed services, 
even when the fellows left out here 
to Lockbourne and assigned to 
units all over the country, they still 
weren't giving the Black pilots the 
chance to become commercial 
pilots," he recalled. 

About 101 of the airmen, all of- 
ficers, got in trouble when the at- 
tempted to integrate an officers’ 
club stateside. Their crime? At- 
tempting to walk into a room that the 
rank dictated should be available to 
them -- but which their color 
prohibited them from entering. 

Herndon Cummings, one of 
those officers, recalled that three of 
the men were court-martialed -- in- 
cluding the man who is now the 
head of the Tuskegee Airmen, 
Roger Terry. The others had the 
mark placed in their official records. 
Some have tried to get the scar out 
of their records; others, like Cum- 
mings, refused, 

But despite the lack of support 
their own nation gave the Tuskegee 
Airmen, they recognize their J 

Their valor and skill in battle 
helped contribute to the integration 
of the armed forces, which occurred 
three years later, Sawyer said. 

And bitterness -- while a natural 
consequence of Such an ex- 
perience -- has never taken hold of 
him.

This extended balance billing 
legislation puts our state in league 
with New York, Pennsylvania and 
only a handful of other states 
protecting their older citizens with 
Medicare billing regulations even 
stricter than the federal 
government's, 

Many of the past concerns about 
balance billing have been related to 
certain healthcare providers being 
unfamiliar with the law. That may 


indeed be the case again as ; 


balance billing protection is ex- 
tended this November to include all 
Ohioans, regardless of income, 
whose primary health insurance is 
Medicare.

What is the 
hype about 
mutual funds?

In-the last’instaliment we discussed 
bonds.. This week we will explore the 
hype on mutual funds. A mutual fund is a 
group of stocks or bonds that are 
managed by a professional manager 
When you buy one share of a mutual 
fund you are buying a group stocks or 
bonds that represent a sector of invest- 
ments that trade in the stock market. For 
example,.a mutual fund may be com- 
posed of nothing but computer stocks 
such as IBM, Apple Computer, etc 
These sector of stocks would be con- 
sidered technology stocks. The- fund 
manager is responsible for the technol- 
ogy stocks that are held in the portfolio of 
the fund. The manager picks only high 
performing stocks and removes any 
stocks that lack performance. By doing 
so, the fund manager is able to keep a 
constant growth factor within the fund 
Mutual funds trade similar to stocks 
except stocks will provide you with a 
change in share price throughout the day 
while trading. Mutual funds will only pro 
vide you with a closing price at the end 
of the trading day. Most mutual funds pay 
dividends monthly, quarterly or annually 
and participate in dividend reinvestment 
which will allow you to purchase

Columbus resident opens home for pregnant teens

Helping unwed, pregnant 
teenagers has been near and dear 
to Evelyn (Pearl) Gibson's heart for 
several years, So much so that she 
founded a home for pregnant teens 
that’s quite unique from institutional 
homes for youth 

By this fall Gibson hopes to take 
in five, unwanted or abandoned 
young teens as an alternative to the 
streets. The young teens will work 
with grandmothers and profes- 
sional counselors to learn self-es- 
teem and responsibility. The teens 
will live at the home until they are 
able to successfully support them- 
selves and their newborn babies 
An open house is scheduled for the 


public on Aug. 26 from noon to 6 
p.m. Because the location is a safe 
house, all interested parties who 
would like to attend the open house 
can call 251-0125 forthe address 

“In order for pregnant girls to 
achieve their goals they must first 
know that they can set goals for 
themselves, We will assist them in 
doing that. Being pregnant does not 
mean her life is over. She can sur- 
vive," Gibson noted 

That goal is what prompted Gib- 
son and co-founder Mavis Hayes to 
Start the program 

In December 1993, | met a 
young teenager in Michigan who 
had gotten pregnant and her 
mother, who was just simply an 
abusive parent, pulled a gun on the 
teenager. The only option for the girl 


was to go to a juvenile prison or go 
back home to her mother. She 
eventually went back home," Gib- 
son said. Gibson offered to take 
care of the young teen and bring her 
back to Columbus, but there wasn't 
too mluigh that Gibson could do 
since ste stayed outside of the 
state of Michigan 

J thought to myself ‘how many 
other gins are in these type of situa- 
tions inJOhio,"” Gibson said; 

So Gibson, along with Hayes, 
took her concerns and hit the 
streets researching information 
about unwed teens and meeting 
several of the them in Columbus 
shelters and schools, After meeting 
some of these girls and finding out 
that Ohio has one of the highest 
infant mortality and teenage preg-

The supervised housing is sup- 
ported through staff management 
and professional counselors. from 
Planned Parenthood, Eastern 
Central Citizens. Organization 
(E:C.C.0) and Women infants 
Children (W.1.C). These counselors 
teach family planning, pre and 
postnatal care, health, fitness and 
sex education to the girls participat- 
ing in the program. Other types of 
training include: home manage- 
ment, self-esteem, child abuse 
prevention, budget management, 
continuing education and becoming 
weltare-free. 

Gibson and Hayes say they are 
just beginning this vision of helping 
pregnant teens, In addition to the 


first’ Gibson house or maternity 
house, They are also planning to 
build a parenting house, a recovery 
house, a day care center, garden 
apartments, a second-hand store, 
and a restaurant specifically for the 
young mothers. 


The Gibson House is currently 
being supported by personal funds, 
but Gibson and Hayes have applied
